Doctors Jim Hirschman K4TCV and Tom Baker WA4JTS 


,of Miami scored a significant medical first on July 14th, 1965 


when successfully received an electroardiogram on a 15-year- 
old African boy from 4,300 miles away on the Hospital med- 


ical ship ‘‘Hope’’ W7HH/MM. 


Gloria Hammond, the EKG technician aboard the Hope said 
the patient, Sylla Alli, was wired up and ready for the ex- 
periment, . 

On the Hope was a special Tele-Scribe transmitter which 
changed EKG heart beats into shrill audio signal tones. It 
comes thru the receiver and is routed into a Tele-Scribe 
received at Dr. Hirschman’s home, There it is converted 
into electrical impulses and fed to the second EKG machine 
where a two-inch wide tape starts moving at 25 millimeters 
a second, 

After the expeiment the African boy was given the micro- 
phone. He said in French ‘‘good afternoon and thank you,’’ and 
then giggled, 

Dr. Baker (WA4JTS) served six weeks a year for the past 
three years on the Hope teaching in Peru, Ecuador and Af- 
rica. He said it may be a milestone in amateur radio and 
medicine. 

Dr. Hirschman, whose idea it was, ‘‘I knew that EKGs could 
be transmitted by wire, so why not by radio?’’? He exper- 
imented, sending EKGs between his home and another amateur 
Dr. Arthur Schiff, in Miami, It worked. Then he sent on to 
Mexico City where they tape-recorded it and transmitted it 
back to him at his home, 

Drs, Hirsch and Baker, members of the Dade County Med- 
ical Association, said the success of the technical experi- 
ments proved the possibilities of future radio transmissions 
of EKGs from remote place on the Globe or from emer- 
gency situations and ships at sea,

Fla. Net Missions 


The assignment of certain ‘‘missions’’ to certain nets in 
the Florida ARPSC net system has perhaps had less discussion 
than any other phase of the emergency communications plan, 
Mission assignments are a flexible arrangement designed tc 
distribute the traffic load throughout the net SYSTEM as evenly 
as possible by pre-planning, Without some such pre-arranged 
understanding of what each net’s main assignment is, there’s 
a tendency to try to cram all the traffic through cn a single 
channel, 

Take Net Bravo for example, Its primary mission assign- 
ment is to handle welfare traffic, especially that offered by 
out-of-state stations trying to get traffic into Florida during 
or, after some sort of widely publicized emergency. Second- 
arily, it is supposed to handle any other kind of traffic offered 
to it. In Hurricanes Cleo and Dora lastyear, for example, this 
net was alerted specifically to handle welfare inquiries, when 
it became apparent that out-of-state stations were beginning 
to hamper the operation of Net Charlie in performing ITS 
primary mission, 

This distribution of specialized duties is what makes the 
Florida net system a SYSTEM, Each net supports the opera- 
tion of the other nets, by doing itsparticular share of a large 
and very complex job. At the same time, specialization is not. 
carried to such an extreme that hinders communication, Thus, 
Net Charlie handled a great deal of welfare traffic before and 
after Net Bravo was activated -- but itwas able to do so only 
at the discretion of the net manager and net control of Net C, 
when other traffic was light. Similarly, Net Delta’s primary 
function was to take out-of-state traffic from other Florida 
nets and feed it into the National Traffic System for interstate 
distribution, but Net D also pumped a good deal of incoming 
interstate traffic direct to its Florida destinations and re- 
layed still more to Nets C and B through Key Cities for 
delivery. 

Net Charlie’s primary mission is to handle traffic for civil 
defense in Florida, but since this mission requires only a 
small fraction of the net’s capabilities, Charlie also handled 
much traffic for the Weather Bureau and miscellaneous other 
agencies, in addition to a scattering of welfare inquiries and 
assurance messages. 

Although the major mission assignments are relatively 
permanent, there are frequent changes in emphasis caused 
by different circumstances in any particular emergency. Very 
often, for example, only one or two nets need to be alerted and 
in such cases there is little need for strict differentiation of 
duties. In the Sarasota floods of afew years ago, for example, 
Net Delta handled virtually allof the traffic of all kinds during 
the first night in which telephone communications were lost. 
Later on, Net Charlie handled virtually all the follow-up traf- 
fic because it was mostly civil defense administrative com- 
munications and there was So little of it that it was unneces- 
sary even to alert the net on a formal basis.

“CONSIDERATION INDEED” 


In this day and age when equipment manufacturers are con- 
centrating all their efforts on supplying amateurs with the 
finest SSB equipment, I feel somewhat criminal speaking out 
‘against single sideband, 

Yet, I must speak out against SSB because it has continually 
plagued me in the pursuit of enjoyable amateur communica- 
tions, And the pleasure of communications with other people in 
all corners of the globe was the prime reason for my con- 
tinuing efforts to obtain an amateur radio license. 

No longer canI findaclear frequency where perhaps I might 
communicate successfully with my fellow amateur. Nolonger | 
can I keep afrequency occupied long enough to complete a QSO 
with my fellow amateurs, without constantly having to battle 
the SSB. 

I suppose that one might say thatI was slightly old-fashioned 
because I have not gone Sideband, as have so many of my 
fellow amateurs, and given up the old ways -- A.M. 

For those who can afford to purchase SSB equipment, fine 
business, but as one of the ‘‘poor folk’’, I cannot afford such 
luxury. A, M. or nothing, so to speak, 

I have operated SSB, and I have found it much more enjoy- 
able than regular AM., so I know the extreme pleasures with 
which the SSB’er is so accustomed. Granted, SSB is here to 
stay, and it does offer much more enjoyable communications 
than does A,M.,, but think about your fellow amateur -- the one 
who cannot go SSB and must, therefore, be satisfied with just 
A.M. How about giving him achance onthe band also? 

Once, I ventured into Kilowatt Alley on 20 Meters, founda - 
clear spot (rare indeed) among the SSB and spouted forth with 
my CQ -- whereupon, I was beset by an SSB’er who wanted to 
know why I was operating in the SSB portion of 20 Meters. I 
really didn’t realize at the time thattherules and regulations 
which govern amateur radio called for A.M. operation only 
from 14,2 - 14,24 Mc., and SSB operation from 14,25 - 14,35 
Mc. Of course, no such rules exist; only mutual understanding 
between amateurs that serves to segregate the two -- SSB and 
A.M. My question is this ; Why is it acceptable then, for an 
SSB station to venture into this ‘‘A,M, portion’? of the band, 
and yet, not acceptable for an A.M, stationto venture into the 
‘‘SSB portion’? of the band?Is this one of our double standards? 

Forty Meters is my band of operation, As it stands right 
now, SSB occupies the frequencies from 7,2 - 7.24 Mc., with 
scattered SSB occupying the remainder of the band. This leaves 
the A.M, fellow little room in whichto maneuver. The only way 
to get a frequency these days, as a result of this, is to get on 
an occupied frequency and hold it until the frequency is 
cleared. This means stepping on toes, andIdo not prefer this 
sort of operation. I will not be subjected to such an alterna- 
‘tive. 

I realize that the fault or blame is not entirely upon the 
operation of SSB. Fault also lies with (1) foreign broadcast - 
(instruders); and (2) discourteous A.M. operators, SoSSB’ers, 
how about accepting your one-third blame and try to remedy 
this situation by having a little bit more consideration for the

With 
that we turned on the power 
and let the lighthouse tubes 
warm up. After a few min- 
utes we put out with a big 
CQ-1220 MC from W4IIS. We 
then gave a listen expecting to, 
if lucky, pick up one of the 
radar stations but much to my 
surprise here was K4UGC 
calling me with strong S9 sig- 
nals, I went back to K4UGC 
and we had another 100% solid 
QSO for one hour and fifteen’ 
minutes, Of course, we have 
worked Fred many times on 
1220 MC but only on schedules, 
So one never knows what to ex- 
pect with this medium of Ra- 
dio. We lookforward to work- 
ing many other hams in the 
near future on a realfine band 
of 1215 to 1300 MC.

Learn C.W. Net Operation 


(Editor’s Note: We are happy to present a Series of articles 
by topenstch C W operator and route manager for Eastern 
Florida Section, Charles W. Hennessey W4LUV of Orlando, 
Florida, If you have ever wanted to check into a C W Net, 
here iS your chance to learn how it is done, Read the fole 
lowing carefully and give it a try. We feel sure it will be 
a new and exciting experience for you in Amateur Radio. 


Part IV 


Now that you’ve got the general idea that Q signals have 
meaning that transcend the ‘‘official’’ definitions, let’s see 
how some of the other @ signals are used in QFN. 

QRS. This is the one that most beginners and newcomers 
have difficulty with. Not that it’s hard to understand - it 
simply means ‘‘send slower.’’ Some beginners seem to 
think it means ‘‘please, O esteemed hot-shot CW man, ac- 
cept my most humble apologies for being a lid-beginner 
‘unworthy of QSOing one so venerable, and send slowly so that 
I may learn the Code at your feet.’’ ‘Tain’t so, gents. In 
the first place, every amateur, beginner and old-timer alike, 
has a limit to his code speed. Would you think any the 
less of a 35 WPM-man if he asked a 50 WPM-man to QRS? 
Of course not! And by the same token, no one should think 
the less of the fellow who says ‘‘pse QRS 15.’’ You'll 
hear any station on QFN ask for a QRS at one time or another, 
He may be asking for QRS simple because the transmitting 
operator is sending at a speed beyond the normal copying 
ability of the receiving station, but his request may also be 
due to QRM, QRN, late hour, broken mill, kibitzers in the 
shack, etc. 

So don’t be afraid or ashamed to ask for QRS, and ask again 
if the first slow-down didn’t get the other man to slow down 
enough, And please, OM, no questions or explanations on 
net time about why you want to QRS. Our primary job is 
to -handle traffic as efficiently as possible, not to boost our 
code speeds. (That’s the fringe benefit), We just don’t have 
time on the net for reasons why anyone wants to QRS - and 
chances are no one cares anyway. So please confine your 
request to ““PSE QRS.’’ If you can specify the speed you want 
(QRS 15, QRS 20, etc.), it helps. 

Incidentally, you may be asked to QRQ. 
‘‘send faster.’’ (Faster, not sloppier).

25 WPM. This doesn’t mean that if your speed is lower 
you’re out of luck, and it is not intended to discourage be- 
ginners. This is the speed that the NCS finds words best be- 
cause most of the net regulars can take it, and if he goes 
much slower or faster he’ll ‘‘lose’’ the net through boredom 
or panic respectively. If his speed is too fast for you, simply 
ask him to QRS when you QNI, and he’ll QRS when he talks 
to you. Notice that in most cases he will slow down only 
for you; that is, he’ll resume speed when not talking to you, 
and, in fact, he may speed up quite a bit for certain other sta- 
tions. This is perfectly okay: remember that speed generally 
is determined by the station who made the original call- 
in our case, the NCS. The NCS slows down (QRS) or speeds 
up (QRQ) only as a matter of courtesy and judgment, but 
he is not obliged to make all transmissions at the speed of 
the slowest station in the net. 

Don’t let net speed worry you. QFN stations will slow down 
or speed up on request, no questions asked, If you’ve got 
traffic (QTC), it’ll be handled at your speed. Remember mes- 
sage handling accurately and efficiently, not code speed, 
is QFN’s sacred cow. 

So much for code speed. Part V next month,

Weakness in Fla. AREC Plan 


Experience with our hurricanes last year showed up the 
greatness weakness in the current Florida emergency com- 
munications operation, Without doubt, it was the implementa = 
tion of the Key Cities, This involves several factors and many 
amateurs, and both Florida SEC’s are now embarked on a 
continuing program to try to strengthen these weak points. 

In short, the weaknesses which showed up in one or more 
Key Cities during the hurricane operation were these; 

(1) Key Cities failed to cover all activated nets. 

(2) Key Stations usually did not have a good intercom among 
themselves, This was the biggest single handicap, 

(3) Net Controls failed to understand the uses of Key Cities 
for traffic ‘‘storage’’ and/or for relay to other nets and so, 
failed to take advantage of them, 

(4) Key Stations usually did not identify themselves as 
such to Net Control, with the result that NCS often sent Key 
City traffic to casual stations who happened to be in Key 
Cities, (That’s not the same thing by any means!) 

(5) Key Stations often failed to volunteer to take traffic 
for storage or relay if there werenotakers for it who could 
take it and deliver it direct, 

Avoiding these things in the future is mostly a matter of 
training and education == education of all operators, es- 
pecially those who are Net Controls and Key Stations ops; 
training especially for net managers, net controls, and Key 
City EC’s, The purpose of the Pensacola meeting is to find 
ways to overcome these problems, 

One thing which may help is the new ARRL Communica- 
tions Manual which (we hope) willbe in print by late summer 
or early fall, This book will probably be about the size of a 
copy of QST and will cover all phases of operating but es- 
pecially emergency and traffic work, It draws strongly on the 
Florida experiences with emergency planning and is much 
more comprehensive than even the Florida AREC Manual of 
Operations, After this book becomes available, the Florida 
manual will be reduced to a smallinsert for it concentrating 
on those things which are peculiar to Florida, But our basic 
plan will remain unchanged, All we’ll change is the book 
about it,

It is a known fact that ‘‘Ham’’ radio shelters more 
il. breeds of cat that youcancount onyour toes and fin- 
gers, You have DXers, purely emergency net par- 
ticipant, traffic net enthusiasts, rag - chewers, ex- 
perimenters, etc. Maybe you can include a few more. Then 
again you have a further division in scope. Some average 
less than an hour a week - others manage to stay off the air 
an average of an hour a week - and all points between. Some 
are very close to being down-right engineers and concern 
themselves with using the air just to test their gear, More 
power to all you fair-haired hobbyists, 

Only one thing bothers me and it is something to be con- 
cerned about, Right now, with six meters opening up almost 
every day, I’ll bet more rigs are getting the moisture burned 
out of them than for a long long time, During the day you can 
go crazy just waiting to hear something. What happens to the 
sixers during the long periods when the band is closed for long 
skip. Do they work on other bands, play pinocle or just run 
the receiver day and night waiting toheara signal with at least 
a W5 prefix. Then, what about the two meter band, Par- 
ticipation here is even less than on six meters especially since 
working DX is such ararity. Now, with the exception of one 
or two QSO’s late in the evening and the 9:30 AM sked between 
WA4BMC, WA4RHL and K4SJH, nothing can be heard. 

Where is the interest that Mr. VHFer should have regarding 
emergency operation on established nets under the guidance of 
the ECs. The number of check-ins tells me that only a very 
small percentage are engaged in this, usually weekly, on 
hour get-together. Yet, let an actual emergency pop up and 
there will be more participation than you ever dreamed of, 

Now, someone please tell me how an EC can even start on 
formulating a plan of operation based on this sort of res- 
ponse. What is the matter with the ‘‘in the public interest?’ 
basis for the very existance of the privilege of being a ham. Is 
it possible that there are still hams who believe that the FCC 
doesn’t really mean what they say or is ‘‘let George do it’’ 
the order of the day. Are we so complacent that we believe 
that we can be good emergency operators by participating only 
once or twice a year? Howcanthe EC provide for the coverage 
required by certain types of emergencies, infact, how is it pos- 
sible for him to even attempt to sell our service to the general 
public through responsible officials if he cannot show suf- 
ficient active membership participation regularly in sched- 
uled drill periods. 

I know for a fact that there are hundreds of operating 
(.no matter how seldom ) VHF stations, We have figures to 
show this, at least approximately, Can anyone honestly say 
that he cannot spare one hour per week or, in some cases 
even less? Perhaps a handful but, in any event, no more, 
What then keeps the VHFer from participating in activities 
that will strengthen the reasons for the very existence of 
amateur radio. Perhaps YOU can tell me. I just don’t know,
